The average amount of arrears 
paid to individual claimants is more than 
$1,000, and the claims already filed would if 
the limitation were removed amount to 811, 
000,000 more than they otherwise will, A 
fifty million dollar Pension Appropriation 
bill is now pending in the Senate. 

ONE-HALF OF THE MONEY 
appropriated will be given away by the Com- 
missioner of Pensions, without any knowl- 
edge upon bis part that it is going to desery- 
ing persons. This is a statement that he 
makes himself o any ope who ques- 
tions: him upon the subject. His power 
ceases whén the provisions of the pres- 
ent “imperfect Pension law are com- 
plied with. If the Senate pass the measure 
without making more adequate provision for 
the protection of the Government against 
fraud and error, it will fall to perform a very 


important duty.

FORD, Jan. 3.—To Breck, Aseistant Adjutant-Gen- 
eral: After my talk with the Indians on th 2 31st 
of December, which led me to believe them to 
be sincere, they, through Chief Crow, sent me 
yesterday 

A VERY IMPORTANT MESSAGE, 

that they woud not move and would fight me. 
I moved against them to-day, surrounded their 
camp, shelled them, and compelled their sur- 
render. We killed one, wounded to, and lost 
no soldiers. I have now at the Agency about 300 
hostiles and about 300 horses and forty guns. 
They threatened fight, but showed none. They 
deserted their villages. Iburned up about sixty 
of their lodges. 

WHICH WILL HURT THEM BADLY. 
Iwill start at daylight after the hostiles, who 
have gone to the Yanktounals’ camp, about 
twelve miles distant. The Yanktonnais, by six of 
their principal men, assisted me to-day, and 
were of great help, and I will give them some 
ponies. I have Gall as a prisoner, and will have 
The Orow to-morrow.

The engagement did not last to exceed an 
hour, and resulted in no casualties to the 
troops. The firing during this period was 
rapid and unceasing, and ended when the 
redskins displayed a white rag at the end of 
a lodge pole on the adge of the timber in 
which they were hidden. A few warriors 
soon afterward emerged from the under- 
brush, and announced that the band was in 
readiness to accept such conditions for 

A SURRENDER, 

as might be proposed. They were notified to 
at once deliver up their guns, and prepare to 
move with their tepees. The formal sur- 
render occurred within another half 
hour, the sayages filing past and iay- 
ing down their arms, while the squaws 
moved toward the troops with the. outer 
covering of the tepees on their backs. 
The casualties in the Indian village num- 
bered three, as at present reported, including 
one dead Indian and a squaw among the 
wounded. When Sitting Bull left Canadiar 
soil to surrender tothe American authorities, 
this body brokeaway from the main camp and 
hurried to this agency to precede their chief- 
tain in making overtures of peace. The say- 
ages; were under various Sub-Chiefs, known as 
The Gall, The Crow, Bear’s Head, Thunder 
Hawk, Lone Bear, and others. Upon their 
arrival, and, having received aid from the 
Yankton Agency Indians, the bands grew 
insolent and ordered the officer in command 
of two companies at this post to leave, and 
declared, upon his failing to do 80 in two 
days, they would compe! him.

During the progress of the rattle of musketry 
the rifled guns in the rear and on the right 
opened fire and shelled the woods. The mis- 
siles had the desired effect, and within ten 
minutes after cannonading had opened a 
courier from the fort announced the hoisting 
of the white flag. The firing at once ceased, 
and the main column turned to the right, 
leaving Capt. Hargous in the rear, with or-

BURN THE LODGES. 
The two pieces of ordnance were brought, 
and covered the main village at a distance of 
less than 100 yards. The woods for the first 
time seemed full of savages, and Bear’s Head 
was sent out to negotiate for terms. He was 
notified by Maj. Ilges, through Lieut. Partello, 
Fifth Infantry, to at onee deliver up his arms 
and ponies, and take down the tepees to be 
ready to move. These orders were complied 
with with alacrity that was encouraging, 
save that the number of weapons was few, 
and nearly all unserviceable. The pony herd 
was more numerous, and included 300. The 
tepees came down in a twinkling, and the 
red-skins visibly demonstrated how quickly 
they could start out on a forced march. 
THE SQUAWS, 
burdened down with their loads, emerged 
from the timber, and, under escort of the 
scouts, crossed the Missouri to this point, 
where they are now encamped just outside 
the confines of thiscantonment. They num- 
ber in all somewhat more than 300 souls. In 
the party is the warrior Gall, who has been 
their main spokesman within a few days. 
The troops burned about sixty lodges, after 
which they returned to camp. Maj. Iiges 
will leave with this tommand at day- 
light to-morrow, for the Yanktonnais camp. 
Some of the younger braves escaped, and 
are supposed to have fled to the hunt- 
ing camp of the Yanktonnais Sioux, about 
twelve miles south of this point, made up of 
about 1,500 lodges, in thé hope of 
CAPTURING THE FLYING REDSKINS. . 
His further plans are not outlined, but the 
prospects are that the command will remain in 
the field until the last body of the hostiles is 
broughtin. Pending the result of these 
movements the peace negotiations with Sit- 
ting-Bull will remain suspended. The 
captured band will remain here, under 
guard, for two days, and will then probably 
be taken to Fort Buford.

THE LATEST CABINET RUMORS. 

One of the Chicago newspapers has a 
Washington correspondent who is in the 
habit of communicating rymors as ascer- 
tained facts without any concern as to their 
future verification, though it is only fair to 
him to say that this is probably in the line of 
his instructions. His latest announcement 
as to Garfield’s Cabinet is, that it has been 
decided to make Blaine Secretary of State, 
Gov. Foster of Ohio Secretary of the Interior, 
and Levi P. Morton of New York Secretary 
of the Treasury, and that all these gentlemen 
have formally accepted the several positions 
named, In the same column it is communi- 
cated that the purpose of the new Adminis- 
tration is to make war upon the Conkling in- 
fluence in New York State. There is appar- 
entiy a profound ignorance of the fact that 
the appointment of Mr. Morton as Secretary 
of the Treasury would be a flat contradic 
tion of the intention to “make war upon 
Conkling,” and vice versa. This single cir- 
cumstance is a silly exposure of the other- 
wise preposterous supposition that any 
Washington correspondent is in a position to 
say with assurance what is to be or not to be 
the course of the next Administration as to 
Cabinet or policy. 

There are certain probabilities about the 
Cabinet which an observing person of good 
judgment can easily discover. One of these 
is that Senator Blaine is likely to enter the 
Cabinet as Secretary of State. Tue Tum. 
UNE announced several weeks ago that Mr. 
Blaine could go into the Cabinet with prac- 
tically a choice of positions, which would 
be limited to the State Department and the 
Treasury, by reason of the greater impor- 
tance of those portfolios. Since then cir- 
cumstances have shown that this opportu- 
nity has been seriously considered by Sena- 
tor Blaine, with a strong likelihood that he 
will aceept the position of Secretary of 
State. It will open to him a new field 
of usefulness, and one which, if he 
shall enter upon it, will enable him 
to show a favorable contrast with the ad- 
ministrations of that Department immediate- 
ly preceding him. Blaine's presence in the 
Cabinet will undoubtedly bring great 
strength to the new Administration, and it 
may be expected of him that he will restore 
to the State Department the preéminent in- 
fluence which it almost always wielded over 
the affairs of the Nation up to and during 
Seward’s occupancy of the office, It was 
once a sort of stepping-stone to the Presi- 
dency, and may possibly become so again,— 
not by the use of any patronage attached to 
the Department, nor by antagonizing the 
head of the Administration, but by efficient 
agency in shaping the policy of the Govern- 
ment to brilliant achievéments. Senator 
Blaine is a man of ideas, and has the courage 
to enter upon any new departures which 
may, in his judgment, contribute to the suc- 
cess of the new Administration and the 
progress of the American Government. 

It has also been probable from the first 
that Gov. Foster would.be a member of Gen. 
Garfield’s Cabinet, and his voluntary retire- 
ment from the Senatorial contest in Oh 
has certainly increased that probability. 
The office of Governor in Ohio has few 
charms fot any man after he has once been 
elected and has secured the title of Gov- 
ernor, The position has been stripped of 
most of the Executive powers that belong to 
it in other States, and it is almost destitute 
of a salary, and an active, pushing man like 
Foster can hardly help fretting under the 
constraint. Foster’s relations with Garfield 
and his recognized ability as a business-man 
and political leader combine to make him 
available fora Cabinet position. He would 
be a useful man to the new Administration, 


and perhaps he would more naturally go into

In fact, the rumor of the 
appointment of the Wall-street broker to the 
Cabinet has been so industriously kept be 
fore the public ever since Gen. Garfield was 
elected that it has raised that gentleman to a 
much higher altitude in public estimation 
than he would ever have been able to attain 
upon the merit of his public career, Mr, 
Morton, according to all accounts, is a very 
amiable gentleman, has been successful in 
the business of money-getting, and con- 
tributes liberally to campaign expenses. His 
claims te high distinction seem to end with 
this statement of the case. He has never 
enjoyed a large experience in public affairs, 
and during his Congressional service has 
never done anything to rivet public attention 
upon him or to demonstrate his fitness for 
more exacting and more responsible duties. He 
is a man of no greater calibre than hundreds 
of others engaged in the banking business 
throughout the country, and not nearly 80 
prominent in that branc! business ag 
many others who might be ed. Hence, 
Mr. Morton has no personal claims upon the 
Treasury portfolio, which is in many re- 
spects the most responsible trust in the Gov- 
ernment. On the other hand, there are 
many reasons why his appointment, even if 
he were known to have the requisit ability, 
would be of very doubtful expediency. Mr. 
Morton may divest himself of technical disa- 
bility for the office by resigning his banking 
and business connections, but he cannot 
divest himself of the influences of his long- 
time assocfations nor completely separate 
himself from his personal interests. The 
greatest danger ahead in the management of 
the American finances is the limitation of the 
legal-tender fund of the country to the con- 
tracted and constantly contracting supply of 
goldalone by the demonetization of silver 
and greenbacks. This danger is more im- 
minent than the other extreme of a deluge 


of fiat money, because the latter has now no 


hope of obtaining either popular support or 
an opportunity of betraying the people. 

The circle which surrounds Morton and 
would influence him in case of his appoint- 
ment as Secretary of the Treasury would 
avail itself of every opportunity to agitate the 
demonetization of silver and the repeal of the 
Legal-Tender act, and such agitation would 
be injurious to the country. This circam- 
stance, in connection with the fact that the 
Treasury Department is intimately asso- 
ciated with the vast Custom-House interests 
of New York City, renders the predicted ap- 
pointment of Mr, Morton to the Treasury 
Department altogether improbable, even 
though Gen Garfield were disposed to over- 
look the mediocrity of that gentleman’s per- 
sonal qualifications for the place. Itis an ap- 
pointment which would certainly create 
widespread dissatisfaction at the outset. 

The selection of a Cabinet member from 
the South must still be one of the most per- 
plexing problems which the situation presents 
to Gen. Garfield. Other things being equal, 
the selection of a native Southerner would 
be regarded as advisable, because it woula be 
a concession to the nativistic pride of the 
South which would exclude any reasonable 
charge of discrimination against that section. 
It is safe to say, however, that such a con- 
cession will not be made at the sacrifice 
of Republican principles or interests, and 


that Gen. Garfield will not be content with 


the mere conservatism or rather indifference 
that was represented by Judge Key in the 
Hayes Cabinet. The Southern member 
must be first of all a Republican. A few 
names have suggested themselves to Tux 
TRIBUNE in addition to those which have 
already been presented on the part of the 
South. These are ex-Gov. Packard, of 
Louisiana, now Consul at Liverpool, who is 
a man of great strength and personal in- 
tegrity; Willard Warner, ex-Senator from 
Alabama; and ex-Gov. Davis, of Texas. 
These gentlemen are all entitled to consider- 
ation in the question of appointing a South- 
erner to the Cabinet, if no native Southerner 
shall be presented with a proper certification 
of Republicanism. These and other fases of 
the Cabinet-making will be subordinate, how- 
ever, to @ proper recognition of the great 
Republican domain of the North west, whose 
interests Gen. Garfield must feel to be en- 
titled to conspicuous and trustworthy repre- 
sentation.

Upon these alleged false and forged 
tables the award of the Halifax .Commis- 
sion was based and confirmed by 
the Belgian Minister, in spite of the 
protests from the United States, which re- 
luctantly paid the $5,000,000 obtained by 
what is now claimed to be a barefaced and 
infamous swindle. When the documents of 
this one-sided Commission were placed in 
the hands of Prof. Hind for analysis and 
indexing, he states that he discovered for- 
geries and secret papers which had been 
fixed up as a basis of award.

From the 
manner in which the Canadian and English 
authorities have winkéd at these charges 
and persistently declined to investigate 
them, and even maligned Prof. Hind 
for making them public, the people 
of this country are reluctantly forced to the 
conviction that they were not treaung with 
“gentlemen incapable of dishonest dealing.” 


In his closing letter to the Governor-General, |. 5 


Prof. Hind requests that he be officially sum- 
maped by the Minister of Marine and 
Fis “to make good his statements and 
to point out additional frauds to which no 
allusion has yet been made,” indicating that 
the bottom of this villainy has not been 
touched yet. It now remains to be seen how 
this fair request will be treated. It he is al- 
lowed to make his statements and bring for- 
ward his proofs, and if he can satisfactorily 
show that five millions of dollars were taken 
out of the United States Treasury by 
a bold and audacious swindle, and 
if the Canadian authorities make repara- 
tion, the people of this country 
will be satisfied. If it was an honest debt, 
there will be no growling at its payment. 
If it was not an honest debt, but a swindle, 
the people of this country will want and de- 
mand the money back, and Canada must 
either return it or stand forever disgraced. 
Hitherto there has been no hope that Secre- 
tary Evarts would consider the matter, as 
he does not care tooffend Minister Thornton ; 
but if it be true that Mr. Biaine is going into 
Gen. Garfield’s Cabinet as Secretary of State 
the Canadians may as well make up their 
minds that he will rip up the whole award 
business from the first figure to the last.

THE NEW APPORTIONMENT. 

The total population of the country is re- 
ported by the Census Bureau to be 50,152,559. 
The representative population, or that which 
is represented in Congress, is found by 
subtracting from the grand total the popu- 
lation of the District of Columbia and of the 
Territories and the Indians resident within 
the borders of any State. The reported pop- 
ulation of the Territories and of the District 
of Columbia by the new census is-782,504. 
The Indians resident in States were 80,957 
in. 1870. Estimating the total now at 100,000, 
the whole number to be subtracted is 882,504. 
This leaves a representative population of 
49, 269, 965. 

The ratio of apportionment is found by 
dividing the whole representative population 
by the number of members in the House. 
The ratio varies with the ‘quotient. It is not 
yet ascertained what the membership of the 
House will be, but it is assumed that the 
number will be either 203 as at present, or 300 
or 825. The following three tables show how 
many members each State would be entitled 
to in an apportionment based on any one of 
these numbers. 

208 MEMBESRS—RATIO: 1 TO 168,157. 
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By the above table the Southern States 
lose five and gain six Congressmen, a net 
gain of one. The Northern States gain ten 
and lose eleven, a net loss of one. 

And if a member were assigned to the five 
largest unrepresented fractions, Alabama, 
Florida, Louisiana, Maryland, and Texas 
would each gain one: 

300 MEMBERS—RATIO: 1 TO 164,233. 
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By the above table the only States that lose 
members are Maine, New Hampshire, and 
Vermont. The Southern States gain fifteen 
members, and the Northern States make a 
net gain of seventeen.

The total population of these cities is 8,246,080.

New York, Jan. 3.—The annual report of 
the Government Directors of the Union 
Pacific Railway Company has just 
been furnished for publication. After 
narrating the story of the con- 
solidation of the three Pacific Railroad 
Companies, the Government Directors say: 


At the meeting of the Board of Directors 


of the Company held Jan. 26, 1880, a 
question was raised as to the 
status of the Government Directors in the 
new company. These gentlemen thereupon 
asked Secretary Schurz to request an opinion 
from the Attorney-General on the foint, 
and the latter gave one which the Govern- 
ment Directors understood to be favorable 
as to the extended jurisdiction over the con- 
solidated company.” The report states that 
the Government Directors were not notified 
to attend the meeting in New York, March 
9, but they 
MET BY THEIR OWN APPOINTMENT, 

and it was agreed to admit them by protest 
to the Directory. Since that time they have 


been notified whenever a meeting of the 


Board of Directors was to be held, 
and no further question of jurisdiction 
has deen raised until in an interview 
with President. Dillon, the latter part of 
July, preparatory to the inspection of the 
road, transportation was asked for over the 
consolidated roads, when the jurisdiction of 
the Government Directors was again denied, 
and official transpertation respectfully re- 
fused over any seat of the Union Pacific

BLOODY MURDER 
IN BROOKLYN.

If the de- 
fendaht Company were insolvent and not an- 
ewerabie in damages it will afford strong reason 
for the present intiuence of the Courts, but this 
is not pretended. It is alleged and urged 
strongly upon the Court in argument 
that .the complainants have a system of 
contract with a large number of raiiway'com- 
panies in the United States to run the cars 
manufactured under this patent exclusively 
over their roads, and that to allow the defend- 
ant company to run its own cars over its road 
and those conneeting with it would induce other 
roads to do the same thing in violation of their 
patents. We do not see how this fact, 
if it be true, ought to induce 
us to Grant this motion upon the evidence 
presented. If the compiainants have contracts 
with other railroad corporations for the use of 
their cars, the refusal of the defendants to 
enter into a contract can in no case affect their 
validity. If it be urged that the use by the de- 
fendant of its own cars breaks the unity of the 
Pullman system, the proof shows it never was 
universal; that many trunk Unes of 
faillway have not entered into the 
system, and it does not appear to us to be shown 
to promise any such immediate and irreparable 
damage if the defendant Company does not so 
enter as would warrant usin granting this pre- 
liminary injunction. We decline to grant this 
motion, therefore, first, because upon the char- 
acter of the evidence furnished we are not pre- 
pared to determine the extent or val 
idity of complainant's patents or their m- 
fringment; seéeond, because there is in our 
judgment no case presented of such threatened 
immediate and irreparable damage as would 
warrant us in depriving the defendant by a final 
hearing of the use of the cars it bas builded; 
and third, because in the judgment of the Court 
whatever damages the complainants may suffer 
between the filing of this bill and a final decree 
can easily be ascertained upon reference, for 
which damages,when determined, the defendant 
Company is abundantly responsible.

The snow-storms extended along the 
entire line of the Union Pacific, from Omaha 
to Echo, near Ogden,—trom which point 
west rain was falling. The freezing’ of the 
springs and smal! streams at various railroad 
stations has occasioned an extensive water 
famine, and at present, l6ng trains of cars 
constructed for carrying water only are ex- 
ceedingly busy on this division of the Union 
Pacific. 

The Railroad Company is putting up thou- 
sands of tons of ice at Cheyenneand Laramie 
City, and during the prevalences of the polar 
wave the workmen attempted to pursue thetr 
usual operations. The cold of the Rocky 
Mountain region is, when compared with 
a low state of the mercury in the damp at- 
mosphere of Chicago or the seaboard cities, 
not nearly so perceptible, coming upon the 
sufferer as quietly and stealthilyasa “thief 
inthe night.”

KATE CHASE SPRAGUE. 


The Governor’s Lawyer Nosing Among 
the Ancient Gossip of Columbus for 
Stories Derogatory to Her Character. 

Spectal Dispatch to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

CoL_umbBus, O., Jan. 2.—Gov. Sprague has 
had a lawyerin Columbus gathering infor- 
mation to be used in the now famous di- 
vorce suit. If half the information that was 
accumulated here is used in the case there 
will be some sensation in Columbus society, 
and scandals long forgotten will be again 
made public. 

Your correspondent had a conversation 
with a well-known citizen who is likely to 
figure in a conspicuous manner if the case 
ever comes to trial. He says that it isa mat- 
ter of deep regret that Mrs. Sprague did not 
bave some sensible adviser that would have 
counseled her against making the reckless 
charges that were set forth against the Gov- 
ernor in her petition fordivorce. The theory 
is that Senator Conkling has counseled her 
to make these charges against Sprague for 
two reasons. First, as a bluff to prevent the 
case from ever coming to trial; and second, 
because he thinks Sprague has some love for 
his children, if not for his wife, and would 
not pursue atrial which would lead to ex- 
posures. 

My informant thinks that Mrs. Sprague and 
her advisers have underrated Gov. Sprague’s 
nerve, and now that Sprague is pushed to the 
wall, he will fight to the bitter end, and 
leave no stone unturned to show Mrs. 
Sprague’s antecedents, The visitof Sprague’s 
attorney to Columbus would indicate that 
the Governor means war to the bitter end.

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 3.—I was fortunate 
enough to interview to-day a member of the 
Congressional Committee which looked into 
the Phelps, Dodge & Co. ease, which is now 
in controversy between Senators Conkling 
and Bayard. He gave an insight into the 
matter, and I reproduce it in full: 

“The spectacle of Jayne, the spy, when he 
came before the Committee, 1 shall never for- 
get as long asl ive. Tall, muscular, cadav- 
erous, lean, and Jank, with long disheveled 
locks reaching almost to his shoulders, with 
heavy, tangled beard; but almost double 
with suffermg and disease, and hobbling 
slowly along on crutches,—his only way to 
navigate on account of his rheumatism; he 
appeared, indeed, to me as he had been rep- 
resented, the veritable Blue Beard of the 
New York merchants. He had arranged to 
have 


FRANCIS D. MOULTON 
and several others. come to me and tell what 
a soul of honor he was, and how he was do- 
ing everything that could possibly be done to 
purify the customs business. When he had 
hobbled in to the proper place he began his 
acting. With the tears streaming down his 
wan, cadaverous cheeks, with a mad, in- 
jured look in his face, and a staccato tone in 
his voice, he began: ‘The merchants of New 
York are all thieves. They are all robbing 
the Government every time they can get a 
chance, and they get a chance very often, 
notwithstanding all the care we exercise 
and the gvods we confiscate. We do 
the best we can, but the thieves beat us. 
Occasionally we get hold of them and trap 
them at their games, and this is one of the 
cases.’ He then went on to tell us all about 
it, and how the discovery was made. I took 


great interest in the matter, and figured it, 


out very carefully. They certainly had a 
prima facie case against Phelps, Dodge & 
Co., but nothing more. There was no real 
violation, sofaras the spirit of the law was 
concerngd. I finally said to Mr. Dodge: 
od have, so far as 1 am able to figure 
the matter out, only defrauded the Goversi- 
ment out of $1,500, that should have paid 
then why did you agree to pay 
$271,000 ? ; 

“*T hardly know how it all was myself,’ he 
replied, ‘I only know that

got me up ih his den, alittle, dark room 
somewhere, I hardly know where now, and 
there he talked to ine, and told me what he 
proposed to dd. All around the walls of the 
room hung Handeuffs. There was nothing 
said about putting these on my wrists, but 
occasionally Jayne would look up at them 
and then look at me, and I got to thinking of 
how I would feel with a pair of them on my 
wrists, and how I would like to go to prison. 
Then it was represented to me how credit 
at home and abroad would be made to suffer

that was within: bounds at all. Jayne had 
been through my papers, too, and had seen 
and obtained many things that by making 
public could do us great injury. In fact, we 
considered it the easiest way out of the mat- 
ter.’ 9? 

“Can you give me the exact facts about 
the case?” I asked. 

“Tecan. I paid a great deal of attention to 
the matter at the time, and I think I know 
something about it. The way it came about 
was this: Phelps, Dodge & Co. made a con- 
tract to buy all the tin a certaln company in 
Wales produced during a year. The price 
fixed in the contract, of course, remained 
uniform throughout the year, while the mar- 
ket varied more or less. The invoices were 
all made out in a certain way aud passed the 
Custom-House in that way. After this— 
sometimes a week or two after—certain other 
entries were madeon the invoices for the 
convenience of the firm. These were inci- 
dental expenses for telegraphine, or certain 
things connected with the shipment which 
were not known at the time the invoice passed 
the Custom-House, but which came in by let 
ter and were thus added.” 

Wasn't this all right?“ I asked. 

“ Really it was; but technically it was a 
violation of the law and subjected the firm 
doing it to servere penalty when it wasascer- 
talned.“ 

“ HOW MUCH DID THESE ENTRIES 
amount to?” 

About $1,500, I believe. I am pretty sure 
it was not more than that. But the law was 
such that one faise entry sacrificed the value 
of the whole invoice. Half of this went to 
the informers, and half to the Government. 
The moiety business has now been done away; 
but the law stands the same otherwise. That 
is to say, the false invoices are confis- 
cated to the Government when discovered, but, 
the great incentive of sharing in the plunder 
being taken away, there are 


PRACTICALLY NO DISCOVERIES OF FRAUD 
NOW. 


There is no doubt in my mind but great 
frauds are practiced. There is every con- 
ceivable subterfuge indulged in to circumvent 
the Government.” 

“Were Conkling, Arthur, Boutwell, and 
Judge Davis in any way mixed up in the 
Phelps-Dodge matter?“ 

Not in the least. They in reality had no 
more to do with it than the man in the moon. 
Jayne was Ben Butler's tool, and he worked 
for his master. He was constantly on the 
scent for something, and this large sum, 
which they obtained from the Phelps-Dodge 
case, was divided, in my estimation, equita- 
bly between them.“ GARY.

The Breach of Promise Case of ‘John- 
son vs. Wendell-The Tue Sides of 
the Story.

Like all stories, however, this one has two sides, 
and, as it is the prerogative of the ladies to al- 
ways be first, 
MISS JOHNSON'’S VERSION 
of this story will lead that of Mr. Wendell as a 
matter of courtesy. She was seen yesterday 
afternoon by a TRIBUNE representative in the 
office of her attorney, Mr. William Mills, at No. 
125 Clark street. Sheisa young lady, not quite 
24 years uf age, remarkably pretty, of a very 
trim figure and modest demeanor, and was at- 
tired in the neatest possible style. She says that 
ber parents are poor peopie whocame to this 
country andcity from Norway several years 
agu. In 1875 her mother secu u position as a 
sort of janitress in the building on State street, 
occupied in part by the Wendell jeweiry firm, 
the elder Mr. Wendell being alive at that time. 
It was Emma’s duty then, so she states, 
(she was then about 15), to carry her mother’s 
dinner down to her, and in this way she often 
chanced to meet the young Mr. endell, who 
was then a youth of about 0. One day, at the

“ Your Committee further believe that for the 
portion of the city embraced in this report the 
time has passed when temporary wooden side- 
walks should be permitted, not only on account 
of the increased danger from the spread of fires 
in that district, but also as a matter of safety 
and convenience to the citizens and economy to 
the city. We would therefore recommend the 

assage of the inclosed ordinance and of the fol- 
owing order: 

„ Ordered, That the Commissioner of Public 
Works cause to be prepared and sent to this 
Council ordinances ror sidewalks in all that por- 
tion of the South Division tying north of and in- 
cluding Harrison, wherever such sidewalks shal! 
be found defective, not of proper width, or not 

grade, on or after the Ist of April 


The ordinance provides as follows: That on 
and after the Ist day of April next no sidewalks 
shall be constructed, laid, or rebuilt in that por- 
tion of the South Division (ordinary repairs ex- 
cepted) north of andincluding Van Buren street, 
except the same be constructed, laid. or rebuilt 
of stone or other incombustible material, under 
a 2 of not less than $20 nor more than 
$109, for each and every violation of this ordi- 
nance. 

This same Oommittee also recommended a 
new ordinance granting authority to the West- 
ern India Railroad Company to raise the 
Eighteenth ktreet bri three feet and three- 
tenths, and providing for the raising of Lumber 
street to the necessary grade, the Company to 
give a bond of $50,000 for the replacing of the 
street and bridge in proper condition within 
thirty days from the date of the commencement 
of the work.

The Pennsylvania Railroad 
is about to dispossess the Western Union of its 
facilities alo ng that line. There appears to be 
no doubt that Vanderbilt has sold all bis stock, 
and Mr. D. O. Mills, who was the largest stock- 
holder after Vanderbilt, is reported to have said 
that he would never again own a share of West- 
ern Union. On these bearish advices it was that 
the market made its advance yesterday, one 
firm of brokers reporting the purchase of 30,000 
shares. The stock closed weak at 62%. 

The special weakness of the market was in the 
Vanderbilt.stocks.

: IN THE FALL or 1878 

a great deal of attentuon and interest was ex- 
cited by the widely-publishéd reports from the 

Department ot Agriculture at Waghington, of 
the successful results of experiments made un- 
der the direction of Prof. Collyer, Chemist of 
the Department, in producing sugar in paying 
quantities and of good quality, not only from 

varieties of the sorghum family, but also from 

the stalks of the common corn. In the same 

sonnection it was also announced that one Prof. 

stewart, of Pennsylvania, had made the discov- 

ery that certain chemical mixtures,—the compo- 

sition of whith was a secret protected by patent, 

but which mixtures Be would furnish for a con- 

sideration, in iarge or small quantities, to 

suger-manufacturers,—if used in the defe- 

cation of the juices of. either sorghum. 
or corn-stalks, would insure the production 

of sugar at the rate of some ten 

pounds to each gallon of siryp, or over a ton of 

sugar to the acre of corn or cane. Attention 

had also from time to time been called through 

the press to the success of parties in Minnesota 

in manufacturing a superior article of sirup 


from the BHariy Amber cane, which frequently 


furnished a considerable amount of crystallized 


sugar. 

Under these conditions, a call was issued, by 

parties residing in St. Louis and vicinity, for 
A MEETING OF SORGHUM-GROWERS 

to advise together and compare experiences 
with reference to a development of the sorgho 
business from sirup to sugar making. The call 
brought together quite a large attendance of 

old sorgbum-sirup manufacturers, together 
with quite a number of new men who were under 
the impression that we were on the eve 
of the development of a new and important in- 
dustry, whith not only would save to the coun- 
try millions of dollars now paid out annually 
for foreign-grown sugars, but bad fortuncs for 
those who should first engage in it. 
On comparing notes among the sirup-makers, 
it was found that in some years their sirups had 
erystailized more or less, showing that the juices 
of the sorghum-cane had true eane-sugar in 
them; but how much, no one knew; and why 
they crystallized at some times, and did not at 
‘others, no one could tell. 

Some very good samples of sugar were on ex- 
hibition; but the makers had no assur@hce that in 
the next year’s crop they could produce sugar. 

Prof. Stewart was present with his book to seil. 
and to take orders for his mixture, which, in 

order that every one might know just what be 
was buying, he called Solution B. When in- 
vited to explain his process, he gave, in a long, 
rambling speech, as admirabie an illustration of 
* How not to tell it as the Circumiocution Of- 
fice did of * How not to do it.“ 

Without gaining any great amount of wisdom, 
the Convention closed its sessions fully im- 
pressed with the fact that there were 

GREAT POSSIBILITIES 

in the future of sorgum. Aud, while a part re- 
turned to their homes content to plod along in 
the old way, not a few others, and many 
throughvut the country who did not attend the 
Convention, set themselves carnestly to work to 
jearu the nature and properties of the cane- 
juice, and the proper method of handling to in- 
sure crystallization. | 

When the Association met the next winter, it 
was found that considerable progress had been 
made, Many manufacturers had adopted the 
Plan of a defecation of the juices to re- 
move the acid and gum, und otner 
foreign substances; and the samples, 
both of sugar and sirup, showed a marked 
improvement in quality over those of the previ- 
ous year. Among the samples were two barrels 
of a tight+yellow sugar from a lot of several tons 
manufactured by the Crystal Lake Company ,— 
the juices of the cane being dpfecated, then re- 
duced to a semi-sirup in open pan, and after- 
ward boiled in vacuo for sugar,—the work be ing 
done under the direction of Mr. J. B. Thoms, 
an experienced sugar-refinery man, and who had 
had a large experience’ in sugar-making u pon 
Cuban plantations and in this country. More 
light was also let in upon.the nature of the 
juices of the cane, and the obstacles to crystali- 
zation.—though much yet remained to de 
learned in regard to the influence of soils, fer- 
tilizers, and climate in modifying the quality of 
the juices. 

THE LATE MEETING IN 8ST. LOVIS— 

the third annual meeting of the Association— 
brought together a larger and more intelligent 
body of men than either of the previous meet- 
ings. They were aiso a soberer set of men. 
The enthusiastic hopes and expectations, based 
upon the rose-colored publications of the 
Department of Agriculture, that every farmer 
‘with a two-horse mill, a Cook evaporator, and a 
few barreis or tanks for defecation, would be 
able to produce an article of sugar which deal- 
ers in the markets would cry tor, and which 
would bring to them riches, were ali gone. Not 
a few who entered upon the campaign for the 
past season with high hopes of success had to 
admit a Bull-Run defeai so far as the produc- 
tion of sugar was concerned, though most of 
them who have fitted up with proper machinery 
and appliances had been successful in producing 
an article of sirup for which they found a ready 
nale at remunerative prices. 

But ali of them, instead of being discouraged,, 
can so clearly see, or at least think they can 
the causes of failure, that they are more hope- 
ful than ever.

It will be seen that from July 12, when there 
was present in the juice 4.71 per cent of grape- 
sugar and only 0.6per vent of cané-sugar, the 
former dimin and the latter increased un- 
til it reached its maximum on Aug. 12. having 
then 14.30 per cent o, cane with less than 1 per 
cent of grape sugar. But from this point there 
was a loss of cane and gain in 112 r till. 
Sept. &., it stood 10.90 of cane and of grape 


sugar. 

2 analysis of nearly forty different 
vurieties of cane, not all as rich as this speci- 
men, sbowed the same general result: increased 
richness in cane-sugar till the period of full 
ripeness was attal with a loss if left stand- 
ing after that time 

ANOTHER FACT 

that seems fully established is, that inversion, 
or the change of cane into grape-sugar, takes 
place if the juice is, for any length of time, left 
ex to the ac of the atmosphere, either 
by keeping too long after expressing before 
evaporating, or by boiling too siowly and too 
long a time. y-tive minutes was arded 
as the utmost limit that should be allowed. after 
the juice is exp ore being converted 
into sirup, if crystallization is expected. 

Too high 1 of heat. which scorches or 
caramelizes the sirup, is also fatal to qrystalliza- 
tion. With a thorough defecation by lime 
to newtralize the acid of the juice, 
and hen use of a reagent 
like sulphurous (not sulphuric) acid, or whut is 
known as the aluminout compound,—porous 
alum and gviatine,—to correct the excess of 
lime with a 2 evaporation to a sufficient 
density, care being taken to 2 vent scorching, 
chrystailizatiom ay, asa rule, be relied upon, 
and on amount of sugar from two to five pounds 
per gallon of sirup be obtained, if swung in a 
centrifugal to ex the molasses,—provided the 
cane is ok good quality and worked at a proper 
stage of ripeness. This sugar is equg) in value 
for domestic use tu any of the raw Orleans 
sugars, and will find a market for local Son- 
sumption, if not produced in too large a quan- 
tity. But the small manufacturers can never go 
tato the 822 markets with their products, 
25 they cannot furnish enough of the same

CENTRAL SUGAR-BOILING WORKS, 
which shall takethe product of the local works 
in the form of a semi-sirup, and reboil for sugar 
in vacuum-pan. With sucha sirup from the 
roperly-defecated juices of ripe cance, vacuum- 
iling seems certain to give successful returns 
in sugur. 

Another fact seems clear: that. in order to 
best results, we must have better means of ex- 
tracting the juices of the cane. The best mills 
now in use do not extract, as a rule, more than 
60 per cent of the juice: the other 40 per cent is 
a dead loss. Either mills must be made stronger, 
and the juices more geet kd expressed, or 
some other method of extracting the sugar of 
the cane employed,—possibly that now pursued 
ia beet-sugar production: that of kiln-drying to 
expel the water, and afjerwards extracting the 
sugar by what is known as t 
diffusion rocess,—dissolying the sugar 
by saturation ot the cane in water. 
But such ‘a: fearful waste as at present 
could never be aliowed in a regular 
commercial or manufacturing busi- 
ness. What would be thought of the miller who 
succeeded in suving only d per cent of the tlour 
of wheat, or the sturen- manufacturer who got 
only an equal pereentage of starch from corn? 

In the coming year there will be large num- 
bers of 2 throughout the country. pos- 
sessed of guod scientitic attainments, engaged in 
making a careful study of all the questions 
which seem tohave a bearing upon 

THE PROBLEM OF SUGAR-PRODUCTION, 
such as an analysis of the different soiis and the 
cane growo upon them, to determine how far 
and in what mauner the quality of the cane is 
affected by the soil: also, an accurate record of 
meteorological conditions: experiments with 
different varieties to determine which is best 
adupted to particular localities; series of analyses 
to determine the rate of increase of sugar as the 
— 4 matures; and experiments to ascertain 

ow it may be kept with least loss after reach- 
ing full maturity till it ean be worked; and, still 
further. experiments to leurn the best methods 
of clarification and defecation, and whether any 
reliable means of producing crystailization can 
be formed short of vacuum-pan boiling. 

While it seems reasonably certain that 
vacuum-pan builing will with certainty produce 
crystallized sugar from properly-made sirups, 
there is also the almost: cqual certainly that 
vacuum-pan boiling will bea failure unless iu 
the hands of an expert; and such persons are at 
this time more difficult to obtain than 2 
any other class of skilled or scienttie labor. To 
meet the wants of this ver promising industry, 
we have got to 

EDUCATE A CLASS OF MEN FOR IT, 

till they are capable of taking charge of and 
running a sugar-factory. At present we have 
no facilities for furnishing such education. The 
few who have titted up works with gacuum-pan 
and refining apparatus would not b disposed to 
throw open their works for the benefit of learn- 
ers, and, in the working season, would be too 
busy to be bothered with such learners. 

I can see no way in which this absolutely in- 
dispensable scientific and expert labor can be 
trained other than fur each State to make an ap- 
propriation of sufficient amount—say $25,000—to 
put up at the State Agricultural College a com- 
plete sugar-works on a small scale,—including 
vacuum-pan, filters, centrifugal, etc..—and in 
which sugar-maki se its processes, from 
the planting 0 cane till its 
final result is mpached in retined sugars and 
sirups, shali be taughttoall who desire to be- 
come learners, whether regular students in the 
institution or not. inthis way a large num- 
ber of trained and skilled operators could be 
educated, and the State in time 

RECEIVE BACK A HUNDRED-FOLD 
all the money so expended,—for the successful 
production of sugar from sorghum-canes is 
just as certain to come as the electric lignt. 

While all who use refined sugars know that 
they are produced from the raw plantation 
sugars, but few. Lapprehend, have a definit idea 
of the processes to which they are subjected to 
bring them to this condition. Suwar-refinera, as 
a rule, have jealously ——— their operations 
from the public knowledge. and few have been 
admitted within their works. Ly sugar-refiners 
I do not mean the so-called sugar-refineries 
now springing up allover the country for the 

roduction of giucose from corn, and which 
ear about the same relation to agenulue sugar- 
refi nery that an oleomargurine-factory does to a 
dairy-farm. * 

During the session of the Convention in St. 

yula, the members, on invitation, visited the 

icher Retinery, and were shown through it,— 
thus being afforded an opportunity to observe 
all the processes of changing raw into retined 
sugars; and, for the information of those who 
bave never bad such an opportunity, I will give 
in brief 

OUR TRIP THROUGH THE ESTABLISHMENT. 

The works have a capacity for running 600 
bogsheads per day, though they were now run- 
Ding only 400. We were first shown into the 
melting-room, on the ground floor. where the 
hogsheads of plantation-sugars were rolled 
in from the streets, and their contents dumped 
into the buge meiting-tanks sunk below the 
level of the floor. To these, scalding (not boil- 
mg) water was admitted, and the whole was kept 
stirred by machinery till it was reduced toa 
liquid form. From tanks it is pumped to 
the upper floor. Climb seven or eight 
flights of stairs, we find the liquid sugar running 
from three-inch pipes into h storage- tanks. 

From these it pusses to the g-filters, on tho 
floor betow. These are narrow bags. some six 
feetin length, of strong, coarse canvas, and 
double. They are hung up by the mouth. 
and filled. by 5 bose 1 
tanks on the floor above. 9 
slowly thron the canvas bag retains 
gum, dirt, and other impurities which may be in 
it. After the bag-filters, the liquor passes tothe 
bone k- filters. are eighteen feet in 
depth, filled with bonebiack, or bone-charcoal., 
pulverized to about the size of coarse-grained 

n-powder. Each contains 12.000 pounds of 
— ack, and will run through 64,000 pounds of 
sugar in twenty-four After

Some Statistics for the Benefit of a Core 
ö respondent. 

To the inquiry made in Sundays TRIBUNE by 
„Charity“ relative to the Chicago Relief and Aid 
Society, which inquiry might be considered as 
retiecting somewhat on the management of that 
benevolent organize tion, Tue TRIBUNE this 
morning will give a full and probably satisfac- 
tory answer, and at the same time some inter- 
esting facts and figures connected therewith. It 
may be pertinent tirst to again give the inquiry, 


which was as follows: 2 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHIC AGO. Dec. 31.— ls it so that the last report 
of the Chicago Aid and Kelief Society to the 
Common Council shows that for the expenditure 
of $24,000 in sweet charity's cause the cost was 
over $8,000, to say nothing of bouse-rent free 
snd the incomes for rent of same. Who gets the 
F. C00, and what do they get it for out of the 
money contributed for the relief of the Sufferers 
by the Chicago fire? Let some one answer. 

CHARITY. 

in the first piace the annual repoft shows the 
money actually expended “in sweet charity's 
cause was $26,129, instead of only $24,000, and 
that the cost to the Society was only.86,610 in- 
stead of * over 88.000.“ Of the $6,610 the pay- 
roli requi $1,589, this amount being divided 
among six employés, includ! General-Super- 
intendent C. G. Trusdeil, and the duties of these 
emplovés are wultiform and laborious, as the 
segue! will show. Of the remaining $2,021, $1,- 
789 went for office expenses, repairs to building, 
fire-insurance, assessments, paving La Salle 
street, etc., and the balance of $231 went for 
printing, stationery, and postage. 

But the $26,189 includes 

ONLY A PORTION OF THE MONEY'S WORTH 


expended inthe cause of charity. After the 
greut fire the Society contribut upwards of 
$100,000 to rear from their asbes no less thin 
seven ruined hospi «js, and in return therefor 
the Society is given the use of so many beds at 
each hospital, the number aggregating about 
aD. The annual report showed that 220 patients 
bad been admitted to h itala by the Society 
during the year. Some 4 these patients re- 
mained six months, while others were dis- 
charged jn as many days, the average time being 
about eight weeks. Supposing that the nursing 
and medical attention to each patient was worth 
$6 per week,—a low estimate,—the total worth to 
them would be $10,560, which amount “Charity” 
did not incorporate in thoinguiry. And there 
is still another addition to make to the 
$26,139. During the year the Society furnished 
260 indigent persons with a dax's board anda 
night's lodging: 956 persons witb a single meal; 
and 230 persons with a night's ludgingonly. The 
Society, foo, although it owns buildings Nos. 51 
and 53 La Salle street, has no “income for rent 
of same,“ as the few rooms which it does not 
occupy itself are occvpied by kindred societies, 
whieb pay no rent. 

So that, instead of it costing over $8,000 to dis- 
tribute $24,100 to charity, it costs only a little 
over $6,000 to distribute about $40,000 


AS TO THE DUTIES OF THE EMPLOYES, 


they are numerous and responsible, and much 


of the work of the Svciety cannot be repre- 
sented by figures.as it covers a wide range of 
service and benefits people in many ways witb- 
out giving them money or supplies. It would be 
a vast deal easier to give away $100,000et a much 
less cost than the Society now undergoes, than 
to give away the amount it does ut the present 
cost. But if every applicant for relief were 
given money or supplies it would simply be 
offering a premium on pauperiem and swindling, 
because the applicants inclu(e every variety of 
shiftiess and dishonest people. As it is, 
every applicant has his or her story 
and condition thoroughly investigated by one of 
the employés, who reports full particulars of 
each case as to name, residence, nationality, 
number in family, a . cause of poverty, thelr 
need, etc. A whole day is sometimes required 
to satisfactorily investigute a single case. 

The only eouclusion, then, seems to be that it 
would be better to distribute one dollar to de- 
serving churity at a cost of another dollar than 
to distribute two dollars injudiciously. 


POLICY TOWARD IRELAND. 


Unmistakable Evidence that Mr. 
Gladstone’s Government Has the 
Mearty Support of the English Peo- 
ple. 


London Spectator, Dec. 1%. 

Nothing is more certain te those who study 
the country papers than that there is not an 
iota of evidence in favor of the statement, 
made at almdst every Tory meeting, that the 
country is already beginning to regret the 
result of the elections of last spring, and to 
drift back into sympathy with the party then 
so completely condemned. On the contrary, 
whether you take elections like the recent 
Scotch and Welsh elections, or whether you 


take the tone of Liberal meetings, nothing is 
more obvious than that the names of Mr. 
Gladstone, Lord Granville, and Lord Harting- 
ton are received with all, if not more than 
all, the enthusiasm of the spring, and that 
even on the subjects on which the 
supporters of the Government in Par- 
liament were least unanimous, even on 
the subjects of the Irish Disturbance bill ano 


Mr. Biudlaugh,—nay, on the subject of the 


refusal of the Goverument to reénact coer- 
cion in Lrelana before bringing in its reform 
of the land law,—itis simply impossible to 
elicit from any great Liberal meeting the 
smallest indication of dissatisfaction with 
Mr. Gladstone’s policy. Ina word, the Lib- 
eral feeling of the country is unanimous in 
its confidence in the Government. It re 
spects the resolye to accompany any repress- 
ive legislation that may be necessary for Lre- 
land by thorough remedial legislation, and 
yet there is nothing but disgust and con- 
demnation for the terrorism which prevails 
in Ireland. The country, however, has 
learned a lesson. It sees that repressive leg- 
islation in Ireland has been the regularly re- 
turning refrain of almost every decade of 
Irish legislation, and has come to no good in 
the end. If the evil is to be cured, it must be 
cured by something deeper than coercion, 
and Mr. Gladstone’s Government is, in the 
belief of the Liberals of Great Britain, the 
best pudge of what that legislation should be, 
and how it should be presented. The vacil- 
lating Liberals—the Liberals who condemn 
the Government for not anticipating reform 
by coercion—have found no encouragement 
at all among their constituents.

The Story of Its Outbreak Told 
in Official Records. 


Operations in Charleston Harbor, Dec. 
20, 1860, to April 14, 1861. 


Light on the Close of Buckanan’s and Opening of 
Lincola’s Administrati

The Federal Government has begun the 
publication of what promises to be a very 
important contribution to the history of the 


‘War—namely: the official records of the 


War on file in the Departments. The first 
volume is divided into two chapters. Chap. 
I. is entitled, “Operations in Charleston 
Harbor, Dec. 20, 1860, to April 14, 1861,” and 
contains 317 pages. The second chapter is 
entitled, The Secession of Georgia, Jan. 3 
to Jan. 26, 1861.” The third chapter is, “The 
Secession of Alabama and Mississippi, Jan. 4 
to 20, 1861,” ana the fourth, Operations in 
Florida, Jan. 6 to Aug. 31, 1861.” As the 
book embraces but 384 pages, it will 
be seen that the largest part of the publica- 
tion is devoted to the operations in Charles- 
ton Harbof, the siege and surrender of Fort 
Sumter, and the beginning of the Rebellion. 
A great deal of the correspondence embraced 
in these volumes is familiareven to those 
who are imperfectly acquainted with the his- 
tory of the War. Atthesame time the re-read- 
ing of these well-remembered dispatches 
brings vividly back the overture to that terri- 
ble and tremendous tragedy. 
THE REMOVAL TO. SUMTER. 

The first incident in the beginning of the 
Rebellion is recorded by Robert Anderson, 
Major of the First Artillery. in a letter to the 
Adjutant General, dated Fort Sumter, Dec. 
26, 1860, 8 o’clock p. m. In this Maj. Ander- 
son says: I have the honor to report that I 
have just completed, by the blessing of God, 
the removal to this fort of all my garrison,” 
and sq forth. “The step which 1 have taken 
was, in my opinion, necessary to prevent the 
effusion of blood.” Upon the receipt of this 
dispatch at the War Department Secretary 
Floyd telegraphed to Maj. Anderson as fol- 
lows: 

Wan DEPARTMENT, ADJUTANT-GENERAL’S 
Orrics, Dec. 27, 1860.— Maj. Anderson, Fort Moul- 
trie: Intelligence has reached here this morn 
that you have abandoned Fort Moultrie, spik 

our guns, burned the carriages, and gone to 
ort Sumter. It is not beheved, because there 
is no order for any such movement. Explain 
the meaning of this report. J. B. Lob. 
Secretary of War. 

To which Anderson responded as follows: 

CHARLESTON, Dec. 27, 1860—-The Hon. J. B. 
Floyd, Secretary of War: The telegram is cor- 
rect. I abandoned Fort Moultrie because I was 
certain that if attacked my men must have been 
sacrificed and the command of the harbor lost. 
I spiked the guns aud destroyed the carriages to 
keep the guns from being used againstus. If 
attacked, the garrison would never have sur- 
rendered without a fight. 

ROBERT ANDERSON, Major First Artillery. 

These dispatches show conclusively that 
the Secretary of War was acting in the inter- 
est of the Confederacy, while Anderson’s 
response does credit to him as a soldier. in 
another letter, written on the same day. Maj. 
Anderson explains at length the reasons 
which led him to abandon Fort Moultrie and 
take possession of Fort Sumter. He says he 
is convinced!’ that the authorities of South 
Carolina meditated a hostile act, and that 
under the circumstances. he did not hesitate 
from his “solemn a to remove his com- 

ilch he could not have 
held longer than ferty-eight or sixty hours 
to another fort where the power of resist- 
ance was increased a very great degree. As 
soon as it was known to the Governor of 
South Carolina that Maj. Anderson had with- 
drawn his troops to Fort Sumter, a demand 
was made, “courteously but peremptorily,”’ 
that he should returh. This was declined. 
Maj. Anderson eontinueck in com- 
mand of Fort ‘Sumter unt April 
11. 1861. Then the Confederate Govy- 
ernment, hav learned that a ship of 
war had been dispatched for the relief of 
Sumter, sent a message, through Gen. 
Beauregard, asking for the surrender of the 
fort. The flag whieh you have upheld so 
long,” says Gen. Beauregard, “and with so 
much fortitude, under the most trying cir- 
cumstances, may be saluted by you in taking 
itdown.” Maj. Anderson responded, thank- 
ing Beauregard “for the fair,.manly, and 
courteous terms proposed,” but declined. 
The immediate cause for the Confedeiates 
making the demand for the surrender of 
Fort Sumter is explained ina part of this 
correspondence. The Confed rates had re- 
solved that Fort Sumter should not be sup- 
plied by the Federal Government. 

CONFEDERATE AGENTS. 


They bad in Washington a trusty agent, 
James E. Harvey, who was afterward ab- 
ointed Minister to Portugal by President 
AIncoln. Harvey was in communication with 
the Hon. A. G. Magrath, and on page 287 we 
have his communications to the Confederate 
Government:

On the 5th of March, the day after Lincoln 
was inaugurated, there was written to the 
Confederate. Secretary of War a very impor- 
tant letter fim L. Q. Washi n, showing 
the influences which were driving the South 
into secession : 

Wasnineton, D. C., March 5, 1861.—Gen. L. 
Pupe Walker, Secretary of War, Montgomery, 
Ala.—DeAn Sin Judge Clay asked me before 
be left here to — and write to Gov. 
Moore any matters of importance. This 
before the formation of Provisional Gov- 
ernment at Montgomery. Nothing has occurred 
since that request to justify a special dispatch, 
and now it appears to me that if there should 
be movements of or ships which came to 
my knowledge it would be better to send them 
to you.

I may send the 
dispatch in a letter to Richmond, to be tele- 
graphed from there, or I may send it from here, 
as circumstances dictate.

Simultaneously 
or prior to this will be the change of program at 
Pensacola by the United States, Pensa bet 
a point of intinitly more importance. Co - 
ering this and the evident pu announced 
in the inaugural, would it not be expedient to 
prevent&nything in the shape of dispatches, let- 
ters, or 12 from going to Slemmer or 
the other United States officers or men at Pensa- 
cola? By this you will have the advantage of 
knowing the movements at this point before the 
Government ofiicers at Pensacola. ; 
We shall endeayor to get hoid of movements 
as soon as possible and to advise you.
